I  understand  —  no, 
I  am  aware  that  certain  theolo¬ 
gians  bdieve  in  a  limited  atone¬ 
ment  —  that  Jesus  only  dM  for 
some  human  beings,  only  loves 
some,  and  only  wants  some  to 
beaaved.  I  ooidd  not  disagree 
more.  Jesus ‘tasted  doath  for 
every  man*  (Hebrews  2:9). 
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How  can  I  mistreat  someone 
Jesus  died  for? 

If  we  obey  the  (3)  Commis¬ 
sion,  we  will  seek  reconcili- 
■  ation  for  every  human  being 
with  Jesus.  If  we  are  in  a 
right  relationship  with  Jesus; 
we  will  be  right  with  our  fel¬ 
low  man.  The  Great  Commis¬ 
sion  is  universal  —  our  love 
cannot  be  limited.  God  doM 
not  pick  and  choose  —  “not 
witling  for  any  to  perish"  (a 
Peter  3:9).  We  cannot  pick 
and  choose  —  prejudice  and 
bigotry  are  sins.  U  our  goal 
is  to  evangelize  and  dis¬ 
ciple  every  human  being,  we 
should  not  mistreat  anyone 
but  befriend  everyone.  If  we 
take  the  Great  Commission 
seriously,  we  will  be  part  of 
the  solution  to  this  problem, 
not  part  pf  the  problem. 

when  we  consider  (4) 
Church  according  to  Paid, 
there  should  be  no  discrimi¬ 
nation.  The  great  mystery 
be  makes  known  is  that  Jew 
and  Gentile  are  to  be  one 
in  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the 
local  churdi.  With  Jew  and 
Gentile,  there  are  racial, 
re^ous,  and  relationship 
dimrences.  Yet,  th^  are 
to  be  one  in  Christ.  If  two 
individuals,  regardless  of 


how  different  they  may  be. 
are  both  saved,  they  have  the 
same  Holy  Spirit  abiding  in 
them,  ana  they  are  brothers 
in  Christ  and  children  in  the 
family  of  God. 

When  we  have  the  love 
of  Christ,  (5)  Compassion, 
in  our  hearts,  the  Bible  says 
we  can  love  even  our  en¬ 
emy.  Surely,  we  can  love 
our  neighbor,  our  co-worker, 
our  fellow  citizen.  The  Good 
Samaritan  climbed  over 
many  obstacles  in  order  to 
climb  down  into  the  ditch  to 
help  his  fellow  man  —  a  Jew. 
“God  U  love*  (i  John  4:8). 
“The  love  of  Christ  constrains 
us*  (2  Corinthians  5: 14).  The 
Golden  Rule  has  no  excep¬ 
tions  (Matthew  7:12).  Agape 
love  calls  us  to  “Confirmative 
Action."  The  second  great¬ 
est  commandment  —  ‘Love 
your  nei^hor.  aa.youcse)f 
(Matthew  22:39)  —  calls  us 
to  reconciliation.  If  you  hate 
anyone,  you  have  oonunitted 
murder  in  your  heart  (Mat¬ 
thew  5:22).  The  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  (singular  verb)  love. 
“Confirmative  Action*  does 
not  loathe  those  around  us 
but  Ydll  loye  them. 

Biblical '/  )  Commands 
will  call  us  to  ‘Confirmative 


Action.*  Janies  chapter  2 
commands  us  to  not  have  re¬ 
spect  of  persons  because  God 
has  no  respect  of  persons.  It 
sounds  ricUculnus  to  mistreat 
someone  because  of  the  color  , 
of  their  eyes  or  the  color  of 
their  hair  —  how  foolish. 
Conservatives  pride  them¬ 
selves  on  giving  the  Bible  top 
priority  over  culture  and  tra¬ 
dition  —  so  quit  using  cultural 
arguments  to  defend  prac¬ 
tices  that  are  not  Bible  based. 
\Miat  Jesus  says  i,s  mote 
important  than  what  your 
grandfather  said.  I  would 
call  all  of  us  (including  me)  to 
"Confirmative  Action.*  The 
last  time  I  checked,  all  means 
all.  Let  him  that  is  without 
sin  cast  the  first  stone.  The 
prefix  “con*  can  mean  "with." 
With  firm  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  Gdd,  we  can  move 
toward  Racial  Reconciliation. 
"Confinnative  Action*  will  be 
Christian  Action.
